Contracts for $300,000,000 
Placed in This Country 
Since the War Began.

New Tork. Dec. 23.—The nations of 
Durope have placed contracts in the 
United States for more than $300,000,000 
worth of supplies since the beginning of 
the war, according to Charles M. Schwab, 
president of the Bethlehem Steel corpora- 
tion, who returned here today from Eng- 
land aboard the steamship Lusitania. 
Mr. Schwab predicted that for this reason 
the United States is on the threshold 
of the greatest period of prosperity it 
has seen in many years.” 

Mr. Schwab, who sailed for England 
less than a month ago, admitted that the 
object of his trip was to cancel provi- 
sional contracts he had made with the 
British government for the building of 
submarines. This he had done, he said, 
after having been advised by Secretary 
of State Bryan that for an American 
concern to supply submarines to any of 
the belligerent nations would be a viola- 
tion both in letter and in spirit of the 
neutrality of the United States,

Springfield, II., Dec. 23.—[Special.]— 
Gov. Dunne has passed up to the leg- 
islature the question of seating the legis- 
lators whose seats were in controversy 
before the state board of canvassers.

German Diplomat Used

TEXT MAY BE PROOF 


Philadelphia, Pa., Dec. 23.~[Special.]}— 
Definite charges of plagiarism today were 
made against Count von Bernstorff. Ger- 
man ambassador to the United States. 


They concern an address delivered before 


the American Academy of. Political and 
Social Science in this city by the ambas- 


| gador on Nov. 6, 1909. 


The charges, which are preferred by 
William Harbutt Dawson, an English 


academy. They also are treated in an 
article entitled “A Study in Sources.“ ap- 
pearing in The Nation of New York, 
| which article ig signed by Bert Edward 
Young. 

The charge against Von Bernstorff is 
‘that, in his address before the academy 
which has since become a celebrated 
oration under the title The Development 
of Germany as a World Power’’—he bor- 
rowed, without quotation marks or any 
credit whatsoever, passages, translations 
and conclusions contained in Mr. Daw- 
gon’s work, “The Evolution of Modern 
Germany,” published in London in 1908 
with all rights reserved. 


Published in the Annals, 
The charges of plagiarism are most se- 
riously regarded dere, since Count von 
Bernstorff’s address has been published 
in the annals of the academy (volume 35) 


and reprints of it made, every one of them 
4 “ Copyright, 1910, by the Amer- 


tean Academy of Political and Soalal Sct- 
ence.” 

To the charges against Count von 
Bernstorff la appended a letter signed by 
Mr. Dawson. In this he says that up to 
Oct. 9 (the date of the letter) he had been 
unaware that the count had passed off 
as his own long passages taken from this 
book.“ Mr. Dawson adds that he has 
read the count's speech in the academy 
annals and finds that “a wholesale and 
quite unacknowledged appropriation of 
my labors has been made.” 

Not only does the count annex pass- 
ages containing statements of fact,” he 
adds, but he even puts forward as his 
own my opinions upon various questions 
of German domestic politics. In other 
cases he first uses my words and then 
substitutes his own conclusions for 
mine.“

Conscription prevails in 
Portugal and the army is considered fair- 
ly efficient but not thoroughly equipped. 
The resolution adopted by the chamber 
was introduced by Sefior Offonso Costa. 

* Recognizing that the recent political 
crisis was solved on constitutional lines, 
it reads, and that the first acts of the 
new government have been inspired by a 
patriotic program, the chamber repeats 
Its expression of confidence that the gov- 
ernment will continue to defend the re- 
public vigorously and push preparations 
for the military defense of our colonies 
and also preparations for our interven- 
tion In the war in Europe by the side of 
Great Britain.”

DELAY IN ONE FEATURE

New York, Dec. 23—The people of the 
United States and Great Britain will ob- 
serve tomorrow the one hundredth anni- 
vyersary of the signing of the treaty of 
Ghent. by reminding. themselves that the 
day marks a century of peace among Eng- 
lish speaking nations. 

The original plans called for a series of 
célebrations ‘in this country and across 
the water. It was to have begun in Ghent 
on Christmas eve with a banquet given 
by the burgomaster to fifty representa- 
tives of the United States, fifty English- 
men, and fifty Canadians in the hell 
where the treaty was signed, but this is 
upset by the fact that the ancient Belgien 
city is occupied: by the Germans, with 
whom Dugland ie at war.

To mark the day, the American commit- 
tee and the British committee, which

Six Men at Meeting.

Council Finance Committee Is 
. Told of Money Needed for 
New Beaches.

At the April election the voters prob- 
ably will de asked to approve a $1,000,000 
bond issue for new small parks, play- 
grounds, and bathing beaches. 
Members of the special parks commie- 
sion yesterday appeared before the coun- 


; 


cil committee on finance asking that the 
proposition be placed on the little ballot. 
They urged the commictee to include the 
$1,000,000 in appropriations in the budget 
as “contingent upon bond tissue,“ and 
expressed their confidence that—with the 
women voting—a big majority would be 
polled in favor of the question. 

Final action was not taken, as the com- 
mittee asked whether it would not be well 
to specify exactly the purposes for which 
the money would be used—the exact 
amounts to be used for parks. for play- 
grounds, and for beaches, and where the 
improvements would be made. The com- 
mission will report on this phase of the 
subject before the budget is completed. 


Defend Estimate of Needs. 

Chairman Jacob Lindheimer, Aid. Hen- 
ry D. Capitain, and Peter 8. Goodman 
appeared to defend the estimate of the 
commission’s needs for 1915, and Ald. 
Capitain acted as spokesman in urging 
the bond issue. 

“This is the time to extend our sys- 
tem of small parks and playgrounds,”

It was the first time in the history of 
the negotiations that any branch of the 


‘@ity council has given its formal indorse- 


ment to the project. The next step—re- 
questing the approval of the secretary of 
war—will be taken immediately. Advo- 
cates of the improvement have no doubt 
the secretary will give hig consent when 
the unanimous sentiment of the different 
interests is made known to him | 


Burnham Plan Followed. 

The new plan maintains the essential 
features of the Burnham plan which is 
modified to harmonize park and harbor 
needs. It was formulated at a conference 


in the offices of the Chicago Plan commis- 


sion last Monday. 

Those who participated were John 
Ericson, city engineer; E. C. Shankland, 
chairman of the city harbor commission; 
James G. Skinner, assistant corporation 
counsel; Commissioner Charles L Hutch- 
inson, Superintendent J. F. Foster, and 
Attorney Robert Redfield, representing 
the south park board; Walter L. Fisher 
of the railway terminal commission; 
Chairman Charles H. Wacker, Managing 
Director Walter D. Moody, and Architect 


FE. H. Bennett of the Chicago Plan com- 


mission; Col. William V. Judson, United 
States engineer, and Edward B. Butler 
chairman of the plan committee of the 
Commercial club. 


Project Officially Indorsed. 
Mr. Wacker submitted to the harbors 


* subcommittee the new proposal! together 


with a report recommending certain lines 


of procedure most likely to bring re- 


sults.” On motion of Ald. Oliver L. Wat - 
son, seconded by Ald. John N. Kimball. 
the plan was officially indorsed and the 
proposed procedure was adopted. Mr. 
Skinner was directed to draft the neces- 
sary ordinances. ice 

“This action will make possible the 
most important improvements ever un- 
dertaken by the city.“ said Mr. Wacker. 
“If it had been taken when the subject 
was up before we could have had what we 
wanted. It was the lack of affirmative 
action on the part of the council! that im- 
pelled Secretary Garrison to refuse a per- 
mit.“ 5 

“ This has been worked out by all the 
different interests, said Ald. Harry E. 
Littler, chairman of the harbors com 
mittee. “‘Now we can say to the secre- 
tary of war, ‘This is what the city 
wants.“ : 


Need Not Wait on I. c. 

“I am of the opinion,” said Attorney 
Redfield, “ that you can: pass ordinances 
that will permit the lake front develop- 
ment without waiting to negotiate with 
the Illinois Central rallroad and ten or 
fifteen other roads with regard to a new 
terminal station. I mean these ordi- 
hances can be so drafted as to safeguard 
the city’s interests.“ 

It is planned to take up the main out- 
lines of the scheme with Secretary Gar- 
rison before clinching it by passing ordi- 
nances in the council. In order to meet 
one of Mr. Garrison's objections, the new 
plan shows provision for commercial! har- 
bor development outside of the parkway 
between Sixteenth and Forty-seventh 
streets. Ald. Littier said in all probab‘1- 
ity it would never be necessary to estab- 
lish such a harbor. 

Mr. Fisher pointed out that subsequent 
negotiations will involve adjustments be- 
tween the city and the south park board 
and between the citv and the IIlinois 
Central. He predicted that electrifica- 


tion will be an issue. 


Outline of Plan. 
Mr. Wacker's report, which was adopt- 
ed by the subcommittee, follows, in part: 
“It is the recommendation of the con- 


‘ference that the plan of improvement be 


edopted as best harmonizing the needs 


of the people for use of the lake front 


for health and recreation purposes, on 
the one hand, and possible future harbor 
requirements, upon the other. 

“ A parkway improvement based upon 
the Burnham plan in the plan of Chi- 
cago, but narrowed to a minimum be- 
tween Sixteenth and Thirty-first streets, 
is the first feature of the plan. 

Among the considerations which in- 
fluenced the conference in adepting the 
width of improvement between Sixteenth 
and Thirty-firet streets were the follow- 
ing: 

“1. The depth of the water increases 
so gradually from the shore, being only 
about thirty feet, at a distance of four 
miles, that a very wide area adjacent to 
that which it is proposed to fill will be 
available for harbor development at a 
reasonable cost. 

2. It is undesirable to restrict the 
parkway to such an extent as to make it 
a mere driveway and lagoon, or to pre- 
vent the use of it for all sorts of park 
purposes, such as playgrounds and bath- 
ing beaches, with ample room for expan- 
sion, or to make the development between 
Sixteenth and yfirst streets out of 
development north and 
south of those points. 

“For these and other reagons the con- 
ference settled upon the width recom- 
mended as a practical solution of the park 
and harbor requirements. 


Can Develop Harbor. 
“ Opportunity for the development of a 


harbor cast of the parkway extending 


from Sixteenth street on the north to 
Forty-seventh street on the south, and 
access thereto, constitutes the second fea- 
ture. 

“ Thirty-first street hae deen suggest- 
ed as the southern boundary of the her- 
bor, but to meet the views of the war 
department the southern limit was made 


Forty-seventh street, in order to allow | 


for any possible harbor expansion. 

“In connection with the harbor, the 
conference recommended that in some 
eppropriate manner provision be made 
whereby the south park commissioners 
shall grant to the city of Chicago'a right 
of access for itself and its licensees, both

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THE SCANDINAVIAN UNION. 

The Scandinavian countries have seen the value 
of solidarity. Sweden, Norway, and Denmark have 
observed that Belgium yielded to the Treitschke 
theory that neutrality was effective only so long as 
the neutral country was either useless or powerful. 
In the doctrine of might, the lesser good disappears 


‘before the exigencies.of the greater good. 


A united Scandinavia might make a small but 
effective alliance. It cannot, now at least, be a 
confederation, much less a nation. The three Scan- 
dinavian countries have no common language. Pos- 
sibly the difference in language is but little greater 
than the difference in dialect within the boundaries 


of any one of the three countries, but nevertheless 


there is no commonalty of language, although there 
is a commonalty of national tradition and history, 
a bond in race and in thought and sentiment. 
United the Scandinavian countries may be power- 
ful. They have been losing population and territory. 
They have great undeveloped resources and strong, 


seléreliant, cultured people. In a proper alliance. 


they might command the respect of the powerful, 
who otherwise would be tempted to overrun them. 
Swedish dreams of a greater empire died with 
Charles XII., but there is within the domain of a 
united Scandinavian people the possibility of an en- 
during, strong, and stable union of peoples essen- 


tially liberty loving and capable of self defense. 


A VIOLET IN THE SNOW.

N YEARS? _ 

It may be assumed that there was a good deal 
more talk of congress in barrooms yesterday thau 
there was of barrooms in congress the day be- 
fore or than there ever before has been talk of 
congress in the brass railed chambers of the demon 
rum. . 

There is a feeling in these mirrored and railed 
that prohibition, by federal provision of 
such widespread state action thet it will bave 


would prevent the manufecture and 
the feeling that the country is getting towards 
prohibition rapidly is lively. 

The national house of tatives 
possible to avoid the physical and moral issue 
raised by liquor. The vote was simply on the 
method of arriving at a result, so far as the im- 
portant speeches explained the question.

self-questioning condition. | 

Men who are extremely interested in the pres- 
ervation of the business of making and selling 
liquor do not argue. They fight. They permit 
the use of rhetoric by their publicity men, but 
they do not rely on it. The method by which 
making and sale of liquor shall be prevented is 
the obstacle over which men not extremely in- 
terested split. 

Men not at all interested in preserving the busi- 
‘iness or in using its product differ as to the prac- 
ticability or advisability of imposing rules of per- 
sonal hygiene and sanity upon a nation of nearly 
100,000,000 people. These differences may be dis- 
solved. We believe that if a nation-wide vote 
upon the manufacture and sale of liquor were per- 
mitted, the nation would prohibit: it. Men who 
drink would vote for prohibition—not all who 
drink, but many who drink. What would happen 
thereafter we do not pretend to know. . 

It is observable and conceded that the drift of 
the nation is towards restriction, if not extinction, 
of the liquor business. Nation-wide prohibition 
} within ten years? It may be.

THE MANN LAW. 

| _ [From the Oshkosh Northwestern.) 

Public attention again has been called te the ap- 
parently unreasonable and unwarranted use to 
which the so-called Mann white slave law is be- 
ing put. The original alm of this law was to 
prevent interstate transactions in commerotalized 
vice—a most praiseworthy object, without doubt 
—but in actual practice the law has mainiy been 
used to accomplish things which properly should 
come within the range of police court jurisdic- 
tion. The law was never intended, we take it, 
to contro] the morals of single individuals, yet 
it has been perverted to this use, Thie in itself 
seems neither wise nor desirable, while the ob- 
jectlons thereby raised have been increased dz 
the claim that conditions thus created have been 
more useful to the cause of blackmall than te the 
cause of improved morality. 

The latest instance of this misdirected use of 
the Mann law has revived a widespread discus- 
sion of the relative merits and faults of this 
measure. An elderly man, maintaining improper 
relations with a mature young woman of 34, was 
indicted under the Mann law because his conduct 
overspread a state boundary. Immediately there- 
after the young woman in the case was arrested 
for alleged blackmail, and a widespread publicity 
has been given to the unsavory mess which in 
itself is scarcely conducive to good morals. 

Of course, there is no reason on earth why this 
man should not be punished for whatever crime 
he has committed, but. on the other hand, there 
is no good reason why the machinery of the fed- 
eral government should be put in motion for that 
purpose. To use a law intended primarily for 
the prevention of interstate commerce in im- 
}morality to punish individual cases of immoral- 
ity by the intervention of federal authority is 
simply ridiculous. It has been compared with 
“calling out the United States army to kill a 


skunk,” and this comparison seems to be not 


greatly exaggerated. 

Cases like the one cited make an absurdity of 
the Mann law, and unless the United States court 
holds invalid that feature of the statute which 
makes possible these perverted uses of the law, 
the law itself should be amended. Restriction of 
commercialized vice is a question which the fed- 
eral government may very properly attempt to 
handle, but it te neither wise nor logical for the 
general government to undertake to control in 
dividual conduct and individual morals. 2

' LTHOUGH Princess Helen Bor- 
hee spent the last fifteen or 
twenty years at Venice and was 
slightly known to the Romans of 
the present generation, her death 
in the beautiful palace of Ca’de’Cuori on 
the Grand Canal in the city of the lagoons 
is being greatly felt on the banks of the 
Tiber by reason of the fact that it has 
plunged many families of the old Roman 
patriciate into mourning. 

In the early days of her marriage she 
was one of the most famous beauties of 
the Eternal city, after having been noted 
for her loveliness at the court of St. James, 
where her father, the late Count Rudoif 
Apponyl, knight of the Golden Fleece, was 
for many years Austrian ambassador. 

Indeed, the greater portion of her giri- 
hood was spent in England, where she re- 
ceived her education, and she spoke the 
English language without a trace of for- 
eign accent. 


— 


It the princess withdrew from Rome, it 
was owing to the lunacy of her husband, 
Prince Paul Borghese, who still survives 
at Venice in his seventieth year, but who 
unfortunately was not placed under re- 
straint until he had involved his family 
in ruin and digaster by means of the most 
foolish and reckless real estate epecula- 
tions at Rome. ? 

His fortune at the time when he sue- 
ceeded to the family honors and estates 
was large. But when he was overtaken 
by bankruptcy it was found that he had 
not only squandered all hia tangible as- 
assets but had incurred liabilities to the 
tune of about $8,000,000, 

The prince might have been able to ex- 
tricate himself from his difficulties had 
he been permitted to sell to the highest 
bidder the Villa Borghese and its magnifi- 
cent grounds, which may be said to con- 
stitute the heart and lungs of the city of 
Rome, or if he had been allowed to dispose 
of the contents of the world-famed Bor- 
ghese collection of old masters by public 
auction to foreign purchasers. 

However, the existence of the Pacca 
law, dating from pontifical times, and pro- 
hibiting the sale of any Italian art treas- 
ures to foreigners or for export without 
the sanction of the government, which re- 
serves its right to take the objects at its 
own valuation, prevented his making any 
advantageous sale, and ultimately the 
government insisted upon taking over the 
collection of paintings at the preposter- 
ously low figure of $900,000, representing 
less than a tenth of its value, as deter- 
mined by international experts, while the 
city of Rome obtained in a similar man- 
ner and at a merely nominal price the 
famous Villa Borghese and its superb 
gardens, 


— 
The greatest sorrow of all to the prim 
cess who has just died was, however, the 
necessity of abandoning the historie 
Borghese palace, one of the most magnifi- 
cent in Rome. 3 
Its various floors were let to strangers, 
the state apartments being, to the distress 
of the princess, leased through third par- 
ties to the Grand Orient of the order of 
Free Masons in Italy. This tenancy last- 
ed for a number of years and was only 
brought to a close through the restora- 
tion of the fortunes of the house by the 
marriage of Don Paolo’s eldest son, Don 
Scipio Borghese, to the colossally rich 
heiress of the Ferraris of Genoa, who 
brought him a dowry of many millons. 
The palace, whch dates from the Bor- 
these Pope Paul V., is built, as are many 
| of the palaces of that era, with stone and 
} material taken from ancient monuments. 
_ 
The Borgheses, besides being Roman pa- 
tricians and Spanish grandees of the first 
class, are likewise members of the Franch 


nobility, possessing a French dukedom, 


‘ ‘ 

which was conferred by the first Na- 
poleon In 1806 upon Prince Camillo Bor- 
ghese, when he married Pauline Bone- 
parte, the most beautiful of all the gis- 
ters of the French emperor. 

It was she who sat as the model for 
Canovt's famous statue of Venus, and 
who, when asked whether she had not 
been rendered uncomfortable by the scan- 
tiness of her costume when posing, re- 
plied: “Oh no, there was a fire in the 
room.” 

No Roman family has so many foreign 
relationships as the Borgheses. Through 
the late Princess Apponyi they are re- 
lated to the Esterhazys and half of the 
families of the great Hungarian aristoc- 
racy. The mother of Prince Paul was a 
daughter of the French ducal house of La 
Rochefoucauld, while his grandmother 
was Lady Gwendolyn, daughter of the 
sixteenth Lord Shrewsbury, who was the 
premier earl of England. 


— 


It is this English Donna Gwendolyn Bor- 
ghese who was the heroine of the cele- 
brated Borghese ghost story. She was a 
beautiful woman, adored in Rome on ac- 
count of her charity, and succumbed to 
fatigue and pneumonia while nursing the 
cholera patients through the great epi- 
demic at Rome in 1840. 

Her funeral was made the occasion of 
an extraordinary demonstration, the stu- 
dents of the university insisting upon 
dragging the hearse to Santa Maria Mag- 
giore, where the body was entombed in 
the magnificent family chapel built by 
Pope Paul V. 

Her husband, Prince Marco Antonio 
Borghese, had himself placed a sapphire 
ring of immense value upon his wife's 
finger on her wedding day, insisting that 
it should be buried with her, and himeelf 
ae the soldering of the leaden cof- 


A few days after the funeral @ poor 
woman was arrested, charged with the 
theft of a sapphire ring, which had evi- 
dently belonged to Donna Gwendolyn Bor- 
hesse, since it bore in the inside her name 
and the date of her marriage. The wom- 
an asserted that while she was praying 
in the Borghese chapel the saintly prin- 
cess had appeared to her and had given 
to her the ring. 

On recognizing the gem, Don Marco 
Antonio Borghese ordered his wife's cof- 
fin to be opened in his own presence and 
in that of several other well known per- 
sons who had watched fts sealing up. 
None of the seals was brokem but the 
hand was slightly moved and the ring 
was gone, 

Much struck by this atrange coincidence, 
the prince not only caused the charge of 
theft againat the woman to be withdrawn, 
but even provided for her welfare for the 
remainder of her days and educated at his 
own expense her children, one of whom 
is still living and well known in the Ital- 
lan world of letters.

To direct such a campaign among the 


-employers of the city the commission, 


following the suggestion of Tun Tris- 
tne, will ask Mayor Harrison to appoint 
committee of ten prominent men, repre- 
senting banking, the railroads, manufac- 
turing interests, the steel industry, con- 
tracting, mercantile, and other commer- 
cial interests. A small appropriation té 
cover clerk hire and other expenses may 
be asked for this committee, which, it 
is suggested, should also be furnished an 
_ Office in the city hall. 

The second recommendation of the 
commission is that as many public works 
as possible which will give work to a 


| large number of men be started at once. 


Ask Officials’ Aid. 


In eatrying out this recommendation 
the commission will have the help of the 
city and all the associated local govern- 
ments. They will call on the commis- 
sioner of public works, the board of local 
improvements, the school board, the sani- 
tary district, and all the various park 
beards to sturt whatever work oan be 
done under present weather conditions 
and for which funds can be secured. 

In all their plans the commission is ur- 
gent that, other things being equal, pref- 
erence be given to men who are perma- 
nent residents of Chicago and who have 
families to support. 

One suggestion which will be pushed, 
if it is found to be practicable, is that 
an immediate start be made on the con- 
struction of the downtown subways and 
of the counecting links on the west side. 
Plans for these improvements have al- 
ready been drawn, and there is a balance 
of millions in the traction fund which 
might be used in paying for the work. An 
especial reason for starting subway con- 
struction is the fact that underground 
work can be done just as well in the win- 
ter as at any other time of the year. 


Report on Unemployment, 


Accompanying the two emergency 
recommendations of the commission will 
£0 its long and elaborate report on the 
causes of and possible remedies for un- 
employment. It will be pointed out that 
inemployment is a permanent condition, 
recurring with each year, and only made 
worse this winter by the war. A New 
York committee, which made a thorough 
investigation, finds that out of each 100 
Wage earners sixty are regularly em- 
ployed through the year, while the other 
forty pass through recurring periods of 
unemployment. 

Every year it is estimated that in Janu- 
ary 129,000 men and women are out of 
employment in Chicago; in Match that 
number drops to about 107,000, and that 
does not include the casuel and transient 
laborers who flock to the city from all the 
surrounding country. | 


Ask U. 8. to Share Expense, 
The report will arge that the United 


States department of labor should share 


in the expense of maintaining these tran- 
sient laborers during their season of un- 
employment and that all the cities in the 
Chicago district should also stand a part 
ok the cost. 

The creation of an efficient monicipal 
employment bureau is urged, with

Until this morning it was not at all cer- 
tain that Santa Claus had included the 
White House in his list this year, but 
with the arrival of Miss Anne Cothran of 
Philadelphia, the baby niece and especial 
friend of President W flson, a great Christ- 
mas tree quite magically appeared in the 
largest and sunniest room, and every one 
in Mr. Wilson's personal and official fam- 
ily has been actively assisting in its deoo- 
ration. 

There is reason to believe that the presi- 
dent himself will impersonate Santa 
Claus on Christmas morning and distrib- 
ute the gifts from little Miss Cothran’s 
tree. 

Simplicity to Mark Day. 

The president and his cabinet members 
will have a suggestion of Jeffersonian 
simplicity in their Christmas celebrations 
this year, but minus the splendid wine list 
and French dishes which graced the 
White House tu ble for the third president. 

‘The president's Christmas dinner will be 
served at 7 o’clock, and the size of the 
party seated about the tabie will do credit 
to the dimensions of the state dining 
room. At one end of the board will rest a 
turkey and at the other a Virginia ham. 
There is a mystery about the turkey.
